SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM (film) entitled N980216 \s classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The CD-ROM has been produced by the New Zealand Police Electronic Crime 
Laboratory for classification purposes. The CD-ROM is said to represent and contain 
the contents of a “TL Main Computer System” computer hard disc drive. 

The CD-ROM contains 21 sub-directories, which in turn contain various folders and 
files of many types. There are in excess of 2595 files contained in the various folders. 
Many files relate to computer software applications. File types include ASC File, 
Movie Clip (AVI), Bitmap Image, JPEG Image, GIF Image, TMP File, Internet 
Document (PITML), Text Document, ZIP File, WordPad Document, PCX Image 
Document, Internet Shortcut, Mail Message, and ‘n’. The AVI files and some GIF files 
contain moving images. Other image files contain a variety of graphic images 
including pictures of naked boys and boys engaging in sexual activity. The text, 
WordPad, and Internet (PITML) files contain a variety of written documents including 
personal correspondence, alt.binary address lists, lists and details for films that have 
child characters, and stories which describe boys engaging in sexual activity. Other 
files include Internet address lists and shortcuts to Internet sites. 

The CD-ROM is classified as objectionable because it promotes and supports the 
exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes. It does this through 
image files which depict naked boys and boys (aged between four and 15 years, 
approximately) engaging in sexual activity with each other depicted in an explicit 
manner, and through text files which explicitly describe boys engaging in sexual 
activity. Most of the images involving nudity only, depict the boys’ genitals, with many 
having a particular focus on their genitals. While most images present as being 
created with the boys’ knowledge, some, such as one depicting several boys in a 
communal shower, strongly present as being created without the boys’ knowledge. 
Images depicting sexual activity tend to place a specific focus on the particular activity. 
The text files of stories describe sexual relationships between boys, and between two 
boys and an adult man. Such stories seek to normalise and encourage sexual 
relationships between boys and between boys and adult men. The stories do this by 
describing boys as having an adult knowledge of, and attitude toward, sexual 
relationships. One story in particular treats child/adult sexual relationships as a normal 
and acceptable part of young boys’ life experiences. 

The classification of the CD-ROM falls under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 which overrides the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 (NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning 
that is consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si 4 of the NZBR Act. As 
such if the Classification Office considers that the publication promotes or supports 
criteria listed in s3(2), the publication shall be deemed “objectionable” without any 
further consideration of the NZBR Act. 
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
